Sit Charles Tapper's Expert Declares the 
Oattle Simply suffered From Exposure. 

London, Jun*6.—Being dissatisfied with 
the examination of Canadian cattle by th«

CHOLERA IN EUROPE. 


Vailing Off In Galicia, Bat Dangerous on 
the Haitian Frontier, 

Washington, June 6. —Official reports 
juat received by the Marine Hospital Ser* 
vioe ae to the general cholera situation in 
Europe are somewhat reassuring so far ae 
regards those parte of Europe towards 
whioh the tide of American summer trarel 
tends. 

There is a decided falling off of the epl- 
demio of cholera in Eastern Galioie, the 
last report showing only fonr oases and two 
death*, the total to date being 39 cases and 
17 deathe. As regards 8kala and Sikler- 
tynoe, the Galician towns, both near the 
Austro-Russian frontier, in which cholera 
now prerails, it should be stated 
that the drinking water used by 
the people comes from a polluted rirer 
There are no wells or springe. The situa¬ 
tion along the Russian frontier may be re¬ 
garded as dangerous owing to the number 
of oentres of infeotion. 

In Constantinople the condition of the 
epidemio rariee greatly from week to week, 
but on the whole may be considered as 
greatly ameliorated. It is believed the 
dissemination of cholera in Turkey is chieflv 
due to transport ships conveying Turkish 
troops from point to point. The accounts 
of the epidemio at Lisbon are very con¬ 
flicting. ___

THE SUGAR SCHEDULE PA8SED. 

sugar Mndo Dutlnbl* AC 40 PC. Ad Valo¬ 
rem From Jan nary Nest. 

Washington, June fl.—The sugar sche¬ 
dule was completed in the Senate yester¬ 
day after art intensely exciting and inter¬ 
esting struggle, the Democratic majority 
carrying out its program nu every point. 
The fight for the greater part of the day 
was, os it had been during the preceding 
four days, over the proposition to postpone 
tiio time when the repeal of the sugar 
bounty is to take effect from July 1, 1894, 
to Jan. 1, 1895. It was carried by a vote 
of 38 to 31, then various amendments which 
were offered by Senator Manderson ull 
being voted down- with slightiy varying 
majorities against them—the two 
Populist Senators, Alisa and Kyis, 
anti the New York Senator Hill, 
voting now on one side and now on the op¬ 
posite side. An amendment for free sugar 
was offered by Mr. Peffer and was rejected 
— veas 2*i, nays 37. 

Finally the amendinent of the Finance 
Committee, or rather the Jones modifica¬ 
tion of it, was agreed to—yeas 85, navs 28; 
and the sugar schedule was completed. The 
bill provides for a duty of 40 per cent, ad 
valorem on all sugars, with additions where 
they are above No. 16 Dutch standard, and 
this duty is to go into effect on Jan. 1, 
1895. _

A Counterblast To the Exposures Made 
Ily Number One — Informer Garay 
Secured Ilia Pnrdon Hy L«n<lln| the 
Government To Helteve He Could Im 
^ plicate I’arnell. 

New York, June 0.-Quietly liv¬ 

ing with her son mid daughter in a littlo 
flat at the top of u four-atory brown etone 
house at 11)4 Waverly-place is a woman 
who in the dava oi the Land League and 
“Invincible” organization played a leading 
part in the drama which culminated in the 
assassination of Lord Frederick Cuvondish 
and Mr. Burke. Her name is Murguerite 
Moore. Mm. Moore wns said to have car¬ 
ried trom London to Dublin the knivei 
which were driven into the bodies of 
Cavendish and Burko by Joseph Brady 
and Timothy Kelly. For nearly a year The 
London Times tried to find bar in 
hope that she might be able to implicate 
I'arneil in the Phu-nix Bark tragedy. The 
British Government tried to procure her 
extradition, but failed. Sho was the wife 
of a professional man in Waterford, where 
sho became associated wiih the ladies' 
branch of the Land League movement, 
which was headed by Miss Anna Burnell. 
Mra. Moore’s fervid speeches in the 
cities of Groat Britain advanced her 
into the front rank of agitators. 
Chief Secretary Forster, “Tho Buckshot” 
of land leaguers' decision, considered her so 
important that in March, 1882, ho caused 
her arrest while she was addressing a meet¬ 
ing at Frankfort, and she spoilt six months 
in Tullamore Jail. 

Mm. Moore knows something about 
P. J. B. Tynan, “Number One,” and she 
also knows a little ubout the origin of the 
“Invincibles.” “Tynan arrogates rather 
too much authority on himself,” said Mrs. 
Moore to-day while discussing Tynan’s book. 
“Hia share in the Invincible organization 
waa a minor one. The real heada of the 
movement, the organizers of the attack on 
Forster’s life, which tailed, and the attack 
on tfie lives of Cavandiah and Burke, which 
succeeded, were Frank Byrne, an intimate 
associate of Mr. Parnell; John VV. Welsh, 
known as 'Stockport,' and Edmund 
O’Donovan. All three are now dead, and 
so 1 need have no hesitation in giving their 
names. 

“But when he tries to suggest,aa he does 
in the published story, that Parnell or 
Dillon or Heuly or Redmond or Harrington 
or Davitt was cognizant of this conspiracy 
or knew anything about it he says that 
which is not the truth. I know”—and 
Mrs. Moore laid a peculiar emphasis on the 
“know”—“I know that Parnell, at least, 
was innocont. Why J know this must re¬ 
main for the present untold, be¬ 
cause I should only involve some who 
are still living It has uover beon 
known that when the nows of the Phu-nix 
Park murders was telegraphed to England 
Parnell nearly fell iu a faint. The message 
was not half an hour old whan, overwhelm¬ 
ed with horror and shame, he called a 
meeting of hia associates and tendered hia 
resignation as leader of the Irish Party, 
declaring his intention to retire from poli¬ 
tic*. Only when it was reported to him that 
the cause of Ireland would be irredeemably 
damaged by this action did he at l&at 
withdraw it.” 

“Why then did he sit silent under Mr. 
Forster's terrible indictment iu the House 
of Commons?” 

“Because he knew,” as lie himself said, 
“that his denial in the House of Commons 
would have uo effect whatever on the con¬ 
dition of the English public minds. 
Forster’* arraignment of Parnell proves 
one thing above all others—that he 
knew of the conspiracy against hia 
life by the 'Invincible Brotherhood’— 
knew that the attempt to kill him was to 
be made on a certain day. He knew the 
hour und the minute of the attack, and had 
made all preparation* to meet it. Yet, 
knowing all this, he went ont of office, 
withdrew the guard from Ph<cuix Park 
and allowud hia successor, Lord Cavendish, 
to come into oliice without warning, iguoraut 
and unprepared. James Carey, the informer, 
who met such a tragic death at the hands 
of O’Douuoll, gave Tynan the credit 
of organizing the Pha-nix Park murders, 
and so far as I can tell he tnay be right. I | 
waa in Tullamore Jail at that time and so i 
oould prove a complete alibi. 

“But Tynan acted under the direction of i 
hia superiors, who lookea on him as a good i 
deal of a sham. Bryne says this much in a 
letter to Walsh, and hia remarks apply also 


swbiuouw mo mivim uovornmiQiftia DOt 
want him. He was their last resource 
Brady, Kelly, Fagan and Gaffney were the 
four men implicated directly in the murder 
by Carey’s confession. For many weeks 
before the Government called on Carey 
they moved heaven and eatth through 
their creature Bolton,the Crown prosecutor, 
to persuade Brady and Kelly, the actual 
assassins, to turn Queen’s evidence. Brady, 
urged by the governor of the jail, by the 
specially picked wardens, by attorneys 
and spies, came near weakening, but bis 
mothor went to the jail and begged him not 
to betray the aociety. • I’ll take the rope 
first,’ said he, and he did. Then they 
tried Ti<m Kelly, but he gave up his life, 
too. The Government would not have ac 
cepted Carey but for a skilful trick he 
played on them. While negotiations were 
in progress Carey suggested by broad hints 
that he could give evidence enough to 
implicate Parnell in the murders.

As the 
train was passing 20 miles cast of Yale u 
Chinaman tied to a stnico box was seen 
frantically waving Ins band for help. Later J 
his dead body, still tied to the sluice box, 
was found lower down the river. 

It is reported that the bodies of two j 
children, one a little girl with the body of 
a pet lamb clasped in her arms, were seen 
in the branches of a huge tloating tree. 
Stories of death and destruction are coming 
in fast. 

Vancouver, Victoria and Nanaimo are 
the only towns in British Columbia not 
affected by floods. Westminster City suffers 
heavily. Tramways are flooded out and 
half the city is inundated. The city is also 
suffering from a meat famine. Chilliwack 
town is now ail under water, and there are 
a thousand families destitute. On biinday 
it whs a touc ling sight to see a hundred , 
canoes propelled by Indians filing from j 
the door of the church at that place. 
The fathers of the city anchored their canoes 
to their pews rad ptayed for God to deliver 
them from the great devastation caused 
by the flood and provide for them each day 
their daily bread.

! wack. At Mission City only a few houses 
are left standing and inhabited, and into ( 
these are crowded thq entire population of 
the town. The suffering is very great and 
most of the inhabitants are living on one 
meal a day. The water at Mission is re¬ 
ported to be rising rapidly. If the 
water goes two feet higher, appal¬ 
ling disaster is feared in this section. 
The women of British Columbia proved 
themselves heroines when the occasion 
called for it. At Chilliwack and Miseion 
Cite many of them donned rubber trousers 
and worked in eight-hour shifts with the 
men m removing the household furniture to 
the rafts.
